S.O, 712(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (f) and (fi) of 
sub-seciion (1) of section 47 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 (9 of 1890), read 
with the notification of the Government of India in the late Department of Com¬ 
merce and Industry, No, 801, dated the 24th March, 1905, the Railway Board 
bereby makes the following rules further to amend the rules published with the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Railways (Railway 
Board), No. TCIII/3036/58/Notiflcation dated the 28th August, 1958, namely:— 

L Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Railways 
(Rules for Warehousing and Retaining of Goods and other miscellaneous matters) 
(Amendment) Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of December, 1972, 

2. Amendment of the BecitaK— In the rules for Warehousing and Retaining 
of Goods and other miscellaneous matters (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), in the recitals invoking the power to make the said rules, after the word 
“Southern’', the words ‘South Central” shall be Inserted. 

3. Amendment of rule 1.—-In rule 1 of tho said rules, under the heading ^‘Whar¬ 
fage on goods, luggage and parcels", for clause (a) and the Table below, the 
following clause and Table shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(a) Except in the manner and to the extent stated in clause (b), wharfage 
shall be charged at the rates shown In the following Table:—

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4. Amendment of rule 6 *—In rale 6 ,— 

(i) for the words “Demurrage may be charged at rates not exceeding the 

following”, the following words shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Demurrange shall charged at the following rates/' 

(ii) in the Table, against each of the items (i) and (11) under column 1, 

for the corresponding entry under column 3, the following entries 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

* 27) p for the first day for all wagons 

30 p for the second day except vegetable 

40 p for the third day oil tank wagons, 

and thereafter 

60 p for all days for 

vegetable oil tank wagons.” 

(ii) against item Ciii) under column 1, for the existing entery in column 3, 
the following entries shall be substituted, namely:— 

”25 p for the flr.st day

5 . Substitution of rule 15. —For rule 15 of the said rules the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely:—^ 

”15. (1) The Railway Administration may, if and for so long as the state of 
traffic or any suddon emergency makes it necessary, and after notifying the 
intention to do so by exhibiting notices on the Notice Boards available in the 
goods shed, levy the higher wharfage charge of sixty paise per fifty kilograms 
or part thereof per day or part of a day on non-bulk commodities and a higher 
eight hours after the notice is displayed on the Notice Board.s In accordance with 
of an hour.
